President Coolidge is said to be considering new 
"| interoceanic canal construction with the enlarge- 
ment of the Panama canal and the building of 


United States has an option on the Nicaraguan 
canal strip. That is one reason for American 
interest in Nicaraguan internal affairs. It is 
thought that the Panama canal is not sufficient for 
its prospects and that it will be offered more 
shipping than it can take care of. 
There is a good deal of opinion that for national 
defense it would be well to build the second canal. 
Roosevelt precipitated the Panamanian revolt from 
Colombia when he made it plain that further Co- 
lombian obstruction would force the United States 
to choose the Nicaraguan route., That involved 
the commercial decay of Panama and to save them- 
selves the people separated from Colombia and 
made their own terms for the canal.

A husbands and wives showed 
that some husbands and wives contract 
the disease from their conjugal partners, 
but not many.

Dr. Maher’s study showed that work- 
ing for a long time in very dusty air 
Was very much the modst frequent cause 
of consumption in adults. Living in 
dusty air caused the infection of 
hundred, or one-half the total number 
studied. Thirteen, or about 6.5 per cent, 
ascribed their trouble to drinking raw 
milk from tuberculous cows. This cause 
of adult tuberculosis ranks next to pro- 
longed exposure to dust.: Exposure to 
tuberculosis in childhood ranked third. 

In certain Edropean consumption hos- 
pitals they have a policy with relation 
to exposure of children that differs from 
4 the policy in this country. Children are 
tested with tuberculin. If they do not 
react they are very rigorously excluded | 
from all contact with people who have 
consumption. If they do react, they are 
allowed to come iafid go with consider- 
able liberty among the consumptives. 
The basis of this practice is that chil- 
dren who react to tuberculin have built 
up gome immunity and are building 
, Those who do not react cannot 

be trusted to resist the infection. 

The Maher study indicates that we can 
modify the quarantine of consumption 
with safety. That does not mean that 
it is safe to ge-back to the old level. 
To do that would cause the consumption 
rate to crawl back up. It also indicates 
that the most effective way to fight con- 
sumption is to fight dusty air. The man 
who would escape the disease must avoid 
working in dust above all else. He can 
do a certain amount of visiting his sick 
friends with safety. Certainly he need 
not run away from his sick wife... 
The policy with children referred to 
suggests that when an adult is found 
to have consumption thé children in the 
family should have a tuberculin test; —

A dissertation on pan broiling has 
been gtven more than once in this col- 
umn, much more than that, 
First wo butter or oil the pan and have 
it genuinely hot, or hot enough instant- 
ly to sear the meat when it is put in. 

That buttering may be no more than 
what we do in preparing a muffin pan, 
or we may have a tablespoon of fat 
showing in the pan for what we may 
call the carrying of seasonings. Since 
in seasoning meats more than one sort 
of fat is worth our consideration, that 
tablespoon of fat may be part butter 
and part suet fat or mutton fat. The 
condiments used should be thoroughly 
stirred into it, except the salt, which
